MEETING OF GOVERNQHS.—The Harris- 


burg correspondent of - the Philadelphia 
Bulletin as follows: 


A communication has been received by 


Gov. Curtin, by the hands ofthe gentlemen 
above referred to, from Gov. Dennison of 
Ohio, requesting Governors. Curtin, and 
Morgan of New York, to meet himself and 
the governors of Indiana and Illinois in 
council at Columbus, on next Monday eve- 
ning, to compare plans.of the campaign. 


The proposition of- Gov. Curtin to- the 


governor of-Ohio, to march the: volunteers 
of Pennsylvania, in connection; with -the 
troops of the north-west, to the federal city 
by any route decided upon, was at first as I 
informed, you by telegraph/ received very 
favorably. 
But since that time there-have 


been reasons to suppose that the first battle 
would not be fought at the- capital, and 
hence the change.' 
The plan .of-Dennison 


is to march an army of eighty thousand 
men to Richmond, and there await the at- 
tack of the southern army—as it is gener- 
ally believed that Jeff Davis is making to 
that point; the Ohio volunteers, now at 
Lancaster; to be reinforced from time tq 
time, and they, in connection with the Penn- 
sylvania volunteers prepared to cut off any 
invasion'from this side Of Maryland. 
In 


consequence of the meeting-of the legisla- 
ture this day, it will be impossible for Gov. 
Curtin to be present, although it may be 
convenient for Gov. Morgan to accede to 
the request. 
Outside of the reason assign- 


ed, it is the desire of Gov. Dennison not to 
draw his troops too far away from home at 
the present time, until something definite 
as regards the movements of the southern 
army is ascertained. - Another point of the 
communication is, that he has issued orders^ 
that no further communication be held 
with Baltimore, via the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad; while in this state, no more pro- 
visions will be allowed to leave here by way 
of the Susquehanna and Tide Water canal. 


THE REBEL NAVY.—The rebels have set 


about supplying themselves with a navy, by; 
seizing' private properly wherever they find! 
it. The new iron propeller, North Caroli- 
na, owned by Cromwell & Co., of N. York 
city, has been seized at Wilmington, N. C. 
She is fast, TOO tons burden, draws 10 feet 
when light, and has two masts. The pro- 
pellors Potomac and George's Creek, also; 
belonging to Cromwell & Co., have been 
seized at Baltimore. The entire line of 
boats belonging to Charles Morgan of New; 
York city, 12 in number, running between. 
New Orleans and Galveston, have also been; 
stolen. These latter are 220 feet in length, 
and draw 10 feet when loaded. They are 
fine boats, and will be valuable to the reb-: 
els. We may soon expect to hear of them 
off our coast. 


Gov. Lstcher has ordered the vessels 


seized by the Virginians restored, except 
the two steamers worth over $300,000. The 
other vessels ordered restored, it appears, 
had cargoes belonging to British citizens 
on board, and they dare not keep them. 


SUICIDE OF A NAVY OFFICER.—A cor- 


respondent of the New York Tribune, wri 
ting from Philadelphia says : 


A terrible deed was clone on Wednesday 


by Commander Lloyd B. Newell, a navy of- 
ficer on the retired list, 50 years of age.— 
He sa a Georgian by birth, but his wife is a 
northern lady, and he has resided for sever- 
al years at Bristol, 20 miles from the city. 
His brothers are in the rebel army in Geor- 
gia, and have been writing to him, urging 
him to throw up his commission and join 
them in their treason. But poor Newell 
was true to his flag. Yet the struggle be- 
tween fidelity to his oath and affection for 
his brothers, added to the possibility of his 
being called on to face them in battle, ap- 
pears to Lave destroyed his reason. Some 
days since he observed to his wife that he 
thought ho had better make his will, and 
accordingly did so. On Wednesday last he 
left home for this city, telling his wife he 
expected to be away all night, and came to 
his usual quarters at the Merchant's Hotel. 
Nothing different from his ordinary behavior 
was noticed, but he retired to his room and 
shot himself. His unhappy family knew 
nothing of his sad fate until they saw it an- 
nounced in the evening papers. .Poor New- 
ell was a man of the highest character, and 
a gentlemen in all respects.
